Knows nothing of Egerton (actor), ‘‘ Bannister is ill.” ... ‘I can- 
not but suspect the latter end of the season may induce Mrs. Siddons 
to favor the Public with the gratification of Onn Niauv’s Perror- 
MANCE for the Benefit of her brother Charles which will naturally 
produce a second forher Own. I think Mrs. Abingdon took leave 
three times but from different motives from Mrs. Siddons,” etc.
